NEW YORK 
—Fanfare and 
the intel national spotlight at the 
big national AFL-CIO conven­ 
tion here went off stage with 
J olm Kennedy, but to insiders 
the real story is still in the 
making at this mass gathering 
of the nation’s 1200 most influ­ 
ential unum chiefs. 
They are hammering out a 
dramatic action program which 
includes a plan for virtual -e- 
tiremeot at 50 years of age for 
some workers, a shorter work 
week oi far fewer than 35 hours, 
and an $86 - a - week minimum 
pay tor unskilled hands. 
Tile startling retirement pro­ 
posal, which is certain to be­ 
come cue of labor's major ob­ 
jectives in the next two years, 
comes from Ray Corbett, head 
of the i owerful 2.OOO OOO - mem­ 
ber New York State AFL-CIO. 
Under the proposal of t h i s 
group, a federal commission 
would ive set up to deal with 
those 
industries 
affected 
by 
automation. The commis s * o n 
would make certain thai all 
workers over 50 years of age. 
whose jobs are automated Tut of 
existence, be kept chi by the in­ 
dustry until “their normal re­ 
tirement” age 
Thus, tens of 
thousands of workers would be 
supported for as many as Ti 
vears beyond the age of 50 by 
their industry. 
Those workers between 35 and 
50 replaced by technological ad­ 
vances would be retrained un­ 
der this plan for five years, 
luring this time they would be 
paid at least 70 per cent of 
their former wages. 
Just av startling is the coming 
policy on the shorter work week. 
Already, within the labor sanc­ 
tum, the figure of 35 hours wrork 
at 40 hours pay is considered 
outmoded. Tile nation’s labor 
leaders believe ii simply is too 
long. 
One of those who thinks this 
way is Al Hayes, who stays out 
of the spotlight, though as prest*

lcnt of the million member lo­ 
ur nation a! Assn. of Machinists, 
he Is a powerful influence ta 
labor’s high command. He u>ld 
me the other day he believed 
that “the 35 r hour work week 
will be too long by 1970.” 
Hayes did not sty how short 
the work week should be, but 
the general talk “inside” la of 
32 hours — and less.

WASHINGTON — During the 
1960 presidential election 
this 
writer was vigorously criticised 
by some Protestants for stat­ 
ing that there should be no re­ 
ligious bar to the Presidency 
and that John F. Kennedy, as a 
Catholic President, would not 
favor his own church. I also 
stated that if he did, I would 
rejiort it. 
A review of government prop­ 
erty (riven or sold at a discount 
to ch ches, now indicates that 
the proportion received by Cath­ 
olic institutions since Kennedy 
became President has increased. 
The overall sale or gift of gov­ 
ernment surplus property to re­ 
ligious institutions from 1944 to 
1963 does not favor the Catho­ 
lic Church. During that period, 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare figures show 
that property costing the yov- 
emniei t $15,783,168 was trans­ 
ferred lo other denominations. 
But after President Kennedy 
came into office in 1961, the 
proportion to Catholic institu­ 
tions increased. During fix c a I 
year 1963, after Anthony Cele- 
breezze, a Catholic, became sec- 
i clary of HEW, the value and 
proportion to Catholic institu­ 
tions increased even more.

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Red China’s 
Shadow Cast 
Over Asia 


Editor's Note — How do 
the Asians Who live under 
the shadow of Red China 
feel about that giant among 
nations? AP special corres­ 
pondent William L. 
Ryan, 
who has just completed a 
swing through seven Asian 
nations, reports in the fol­ 
lowing dispatch. last of a 
series of three, that by and 
large Communist China is 
regarded with awe a n d 
dread

TOKYO — The image of Red 
China in Asia is that of a gi­ 
gantic dragon which casts an 
ominuous shadow over the whole 
continent. 
Asian leaders take little com­ 
fort from the ideological war­ 
fare between Moscow and Pek­ 
ing. They do not expect that 
warfare to bring Red China to 
its knees. 
‘That is 
wishful 
thinking,” 
said one highly placed inform­ 
ant. “It would be utterly ridic­ 
ulous for Americans to rely on 


the m^lon that Red C i t a l u 
headed for collapse or anything 
like it." 
Asian leaders scoff at the no­ 
tion that the Nationalist Chinese 
on Formosa will ever be able 
to mount a successful invasion 
of the mainland. They look up­ 
on Red China as a fact of life 
which must be lived with. If 
they have any hope regarding 
China, it is that she will evolve 
some day into something less 
menacing to her neighbors. But 
it seems a dim hope. 
Withdrawal of Soviet econom­ 
ic and military help from Red 
China 
hurt 
the 
Chinese. 
It 
caused severe short a g e s in 
some areas. But it did other 
things, too. 
It forced the Chinese to go St 
alone, and that is what they are 
doing. It heightened Asian re­ 
spect for the Chinese potential 
and even imparted some satis­ 
faction that an Asian nation was 
able to stand up to a mighty 
power and defy it. 
Now the reports 
from 
the 
most reliable sources are that 
China, far from heading toward 
collapse, has made a recovery 
from her setbacks in the 1958-o9 
period. Indeed, many Japanese 
who have a special view of Chi­ 
na all their own, insist that the 
Red Chinese are getting strong­ 
er all the time, despite Soviet 
pressure. 
Leaders in Southeast Asia see 
the principal aim of Red China 
as stirring local civil wars. They 
do not view China ag wanting 


outright conquest, but of seek­ 
ing domination after total expul­ 
sion of American and Western 
influence, so that governments 
can be turned into helpless sat- 
elites. 
Pakistan’s regime seems to be 
trying to use China as a foil, 
playing footsie with Peking as 
a response to U. S. military aid 
to India. It does so cautiously. 
The Pakistani regime also fears 
the Chinese. President Moham­ 
med Ayub Khan is not admired 
by the Chinese who have in the 
past called him an American 
puppet. 
A feeling of awe, coupled with 
dread, can be sensed in South­ 
east Asia. There — in nations 
which already have feelings rf 
insecurity because of their large 
Chinese minorities —• China is 
looked upon as a nation assert­ 
ing tho right to speak for all 
Asia. 
They see China ready and ab­ 
le to expand, and these fears 
have become more pronounced 
since the Indian border fighting 
The Soviet-Chinese split re­ 
flects tho ebb and flow of fears 
and prejudices all over Asia 
The closer the nation to China 
the more wary it is of arousing 
Chinese anger. 
The contest for influence is 
spirited and open. It is clear 
that Red China is making known 
its view that the Russians: for 
all of their ownership of Siberia 
end vast slices of central Asia, 
are not an Asian but a Euro­ 
pean power.

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New President Of Mexico 
The man who is certain to be­ 
comes the next President of 
Mexico is Minister of the In­ 
terior Gustavo Diaz Ordaz, who 
will be selec ted by the Partido 
Revolucionario Institutional this 
week in Mexico City. 
Though he has the official 
backing of Mexican labor, nev­ 
ertheless Diaz Ordaz is best 
known for having jailed the lead­ 
ers of the Mexican Railroad Un­ 
ion when they went out on an 
unauthorized stike and also for 
jailing the leaders of the Tele­ 
phone Union for a similar strike. 
Both unions had struck against 
the government. And since la­ 
bor is part of the government 
in Mexico, the Minister of the

hours to lock up the leaders. 
It was in April of 1959 that 
the brash, tough - talking, pro 
Communist boss of the power­ 
ful railway workers Federation, 
Dometrio Vallejo, along with 
Pedro Garcia Zendejas and ten 
other leaders of the telephone 
union, found himself in jail for 
ordering the strike which tied 
up the railways during Easter 
week. Fifteen thousand workers 
who 
ijnored 
die 
President's 
orders 
were promptly 
fired. 
President Lopez Mateos t h e n 
drafted retired railroad work­ 
ers, non - union men, and sol­ 
diers, who got the railroads

But one tradition often gives 
way and creates the place for 
another and we have in this mul- 
tiple-horse Diesel era a new 
song of the river, this one am­ 
plified through electronic throats 
from a walkie-talkie out on the 
head of a tow, as a mate re­ 
ports back to his pilot on things 
the pilot cannot see from his 
elevated wheelhouse. 
A big tow is entering the lo.ks, 
and the mate, with a crew of 
deckhands, is alert at the head 
to assure clearance of barge 
and lock walls. As the barges 
nose up to the yellow-and-black- 
: striped 
end-of-lock 
wall, 
the 
mate begins his chant, fed back 
tc the pilot by short wave: 
“Very little headway—300 feet 
from end of lock wall—IO feet 
wide on head—stern 15 feet out 
—200 foot from end of lock wall 
—eight feet wide on head—stern 
IO feet out—IOO feet from end 
of lock wall—six feet wide on 
head—stern 
eight 
feet 
o u t- 
head abreast of end of look wall 
—head three feet out—head ly- 
| ing on wall—60 feet to bullnose 
—stern five feet out. . 
And then, as the great tow 
■eases deeper into the lock, the 
mate keeps the pilot informed 
of clearances fore and at the 
sides, until the nose of the 
forw-ard barge is within arm’s 
reach of the lock gates.

So, with such a lullaby sung 
by a mate who appears only as 
a voice from the darkness, and 
two luminous spots of his life 
jacket flared into brillance by 
the powerful arc searchlights, 


I the tow nestles ever so gently 
into her snug position and comes 
to rest with the slightest bump, 
a jolt hardly felt five bar g e 
lengths back aboard the float­ 
ing power house. 
Together, the pilot and his 
mate make up a team of artists, 
exchanging perfect understand­ 
ing, and combining skills that 
impart feather lightness 
and 
watchmaker precision to hand­ 
ling of 22,000 tons of coal and 
many other tons of barge and 
towboat.

Wind, currents, 
errors of human judgment, and 
the sheer preversity of inani­ 
mate objects, can create chaos, 
within a split second. 
Let the pilot look away to see 
if the locks* green light is on, or 
answer a radio call from the pi­ 
lot of §ome other craft, and the 
ratchets snap, wire cables part 
with fury and fire, and a barge, 
a string, or even a whole tow 
goes wild, to cascade madly all 
over the place, crushing every­ 
thing that can’t get out of the 
way, and causing hours of back 
breaking toil to put the thing 
back in order. 
But that’s a calculated risk. 
Once balow St. Louis, w'here 
Lock and Dam No. 27 (No. I is 
at Minneapolis), they don’t have 
the locking worry. Once they 
head into river stretches past 
Jefferson Barracks, Ste. Gene­ 
vieve, “The Cape,” Memphis, 
Helena, 
Vicksburg, 
Natchez, 
and Baton Rouge on to New Or­ 
leans, pilots and deck crews can 
enjoy other headaches, such as 
j shifting channels, ambulatory 
towheads, and wicked crossings.
